Why should Pharoah 
have them in his kingdom? Why did the Lord use 
them? Why were the secrets handed down from one 
to another? Even in this day in which we live, if a 
magician is not needed and is not helpful, prove it 
and then BLACK HERMAN will hold his peace. He 
will stop instructing, astonishing and mystifying the 
nations. If a magician is not helpful, then BLACK 
HERMAN will say that his travels in many lands, 
his psychic experiences and labors have all been in 
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vain. If a magician is not needed, HERMAN has 
wasted many thousands of dollars. 


Its mys- 
tifying and astonishing arts as enacted by a magician 
must be almost supernatural to convince an dnquisi- 
tive audience.

With each succeeding generation, nature endows one 
of her children with rare and superior gifts creating 
geniuses among us. © 

This famous magician was born five miles from 
a small town in the dark jungles of Africa. When he 
was born, an old woman who was gifted with second 
sight predicted that he would be the marvel of his 
age; that he would travel all cver the world mystifying 
millions of people, and that all who should come in 
contact with him would be blessed with extreme good 
luck. A magician also predicted that he would be the 
greatest magician that ever lived and his name would 
be Black Herman. So. he was named Black Herman as 
the magician said. 

When he was ten years old, he was brought to 
America by a returning missionary who placed him 
in school in Lynchburg, Virginia. Finding things there 
so different from his native land, he soon became 
dissatisfied and ran away to Amherst, Va., where he 
worked independently for five years. During this time 
he received $1.00 per week, out of which he paid all 
his expenses. How did he do this? The answer is that 
Black Herman knows how to spend $1.00 twice and 
then have some change left. 

Though born with a knowledge of hidden mys- 
teries, he suffered hardships, starvation and great cala- 
mities which would unnerve man¥ of greater physique 
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than himself. When ne was fifteen years old he left 
Amherst and visited many small towns. He met with 
many hardships and often walked two hundred miles 
without food or a place to lay his head. It was while 
roaming through the woods and.mountains of Virginia 
that’ he learned the language of birds and animals. 
Sometimes, when he was hungry, he would lay low in 
the bushes and call to the animals. He did not need 
a gun to kill a rabbit, they always came to his call, 
and today Black Herman is the world’s greatest anim- 
al impersonator and ventriloquist. 

The question arises how could a man so possessed 
with superhuman power suffer such hardships? We 
believe that it was necessary for the interest of Black 
Herman's soul for him to suffer. Through his suffer- 
ings he learned that God alone is omnipotent, and he 
can deliver when all earthly powers fail. So today 
Biack Herman is a devoted Christian and recognizes 
no man as his superior save God and Christ. 

After much roaming, he went back to Amherst, 
Virginia, where he set up a small lunch room and 
built up a prosperous business. However, he did not 
remain there long, but after selling out, went to Lynch- 
burg. Va.. where he became a contractor and built 
houses. Here he soon finished his work and went to 
Cincinnati, Ohio, where he entered school and took 
a business course. 

He was now prepared to face the world. Hard- 
ships and suffering had given him great strength and 
endurance and he felt that he could combat any dan- 
ger which he might encounter. His business course 
had prepared him for success in all business projects he 
wished to undertake. Without any friends to accom- 
pany him, he started on his long trip around the 
world. ,

Black Herman traveled through many countries 
and finally came to Egypt, and stopped in Cairo, the 
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most interesting, mysterious. and fascinating city: in. 
the world, where all the secrets of the ages are held 


and the spirits of men are transmitted from one body: 
to another. 


While here, he chanced to meet with Helene Mon-. 
taigne, an Italian woman, of such beauty and charm, 
that she was able to attract many. Those on her list 
of lovers were generally men of wealth: and after she 
had received as much from them as she wished, or 
had grown tired of their attention, their company was 
soon dropped. Because of her reputation many called 
her the “heart breaker;’’ and there were quite a few 


men, who after learning about her, were afraid to talk 
with her. 


Herman had purchased a unique lot of jewels and 
antiques while touring through different countries. As 
Helene considered his valuable property, she thought 
to obtain his friendship would be a winning point. 

Helene noticed that it was customary for Herman 
to visit the bazaars, and. after wandering about, would 
purchase one or two things. She made her plans to 
meet him, and accordingly, one day when he was ex- 
amining some crockery, she began a discussion with 
the shopkeeper as to which was the better of the two 
things which she was purchasing.

After 
Black Herman had told the lady his name she hesi- 
tatingly said that she hated to tell him—-but——she was 
Helene Montagne, often called the “heart breaker.” 
She also said that she knew he would f» afraid of ber, 
now that he knew who she was. 


To her astonishment, Herman showed no surprise 
at her title. No one had told him her name: but no 
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one need ever teil him anyone’s name, because the 
GREAT BLACK HERMAN knows ali things. 

Herman said, ‘No { wiil not be afraid of you. Just 
as long as you are ‘fair and square’ we can be the best 
of friends.” 

As Helene looked into the clear, cool eyes of 
Herman, she realized that she had at last met a man 
who could not easily be deceived. In fact, he is one 
she could not understand. She thought to herself, ‘‘I 
wonder how much money I will be able to take from 
him?” 

Biack Herman was interested in the ancient ruins 
and tombs, and he willingly escorted Miss Montaigne 
to places of interest. One night, Herman, by request, 
accompanied her to a meeting in one of the under- 
ground dens. They learned upon entering, that a very 
valuable Egyptian relic would be given to the one 
who could perform the most marvelous feat. 

Several from the audience tried different stunts, 
but no one was interested. Finally, a man in which 
the audience showed great interest, occupied the stage. 
This man was none other than BLACK HERMAN, 
who commands attention and interest no matter where 
he is or what he does. He took a scarf from his neck 
and threw it upon’ the ground. It immediately assumed 
the form of a snake. He began to play with it teasingly 
putting his hand, face and legs against it, and so con- 
trolled it that it turned away his neck and took his 
seat. 

Helene was more than surprised to find that the 
man from him. Finally, he picked the snake up, shook 
it, and it again became a scarf. He then wound it 
quietly about whom she had been planning to injure 
Was a magician. 

After completing his work and excursions in Cairo. 
Herman was now ready to go to India. He told Miss 
Montaigne, that if she wished to accompany him, he 
would be glad of her company: if she did not wish to 
do so. he advised her to return to her country where 
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she would be safe and protected. Helene did not wish 
to accompany him, neither did she wish to return to 
her country; but she did want Herman to leave her 
a large sum of money. After Herman refused, she then 
asked him to take her with him saying that she might 
be of use to him in his travels. 

Herman then laughingly bid her farewell saying. 
“Thank you just the same Miss Montaigne, I have 
enjoyed your company and your attempts to entrap 
me; but ‘an ounce of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure,’ so I will continue my so far successful journey 
alone.” 

India— 

He then set out for India. Here he made friends 
with the great Hindu magicians who are said to be 
the greatest in the world. One of their most famous 
tricks is this: They cause a deathlike slumber to fall 
upon a person, and in the presence of great masses of 
people, the person is buried in the ground; a number 
of people are set to guard the grave for eight days, 
and then the body is unearthed and the Hindu magi- 
cian awakens the apparently dead person. This mys- 
tery was revealed to Black Herman by the great Hindu 
magician. Herman has the honorof being the only black 
man who possesses this secret, and he has caused a 
woman to fall into a death-like sleep before the eyes 
of many people, and buried her under six feet of 
ground. After eight days her body was unearthed and 
Black Herman awakened her. She knew nothing during 
the time of her long sleep under the ground. 

After many weeks in India he set out for China. 
There he met a band of robbers who were organized 
into a secret society. These men knew of the great 
mystic powers of a magician and Black Herman was 
often distrusted among them, 

Some said he could find any hidden treasure that 
was buried, others said he could extract the priceless 


Jewels from the forehead of the great Buddha in the 
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presence of the priests and people, and no one would 
be any the wiser, A'l agreed he was the greatest man 
they had known. The jewel, in the bead of the great 
buddha, is said to be the most valuable stone in the 
world, and the robbers were determined to secure it 
through the mysterious powers of Black Herman. So, 
they made a proposition with him to secure it for them. 
He retused immediately to have anything to do with 
the robbery, for in all his life he has never used his 
powerful magic to rob or to commit crime. 


The robbers became very much disturbed, after he 
refused to commit the crime, for they well knew if he 
informed the officials of the plot it would mean certain 
death to them; so they decided to kill Black Herman. 
Now, it is a well known fact that in China, where 
these terrible secret societies predominate, it is impossibe 
for any man to escape when he is marked for death. He 
may flee from one village to another, but he is sure to 
meet his fate. Black Herman was doomed. 


But mysteries of mysteries! The great magician 
knew of the deadly plot. No secret is ever hidden from 
him for he is a spiritualist, and the spirits always in- 
form him of inmpending danger. He decided not to 
permit any one to take his life since it would be easier 
to die by his own hand. Accordingly he sought out a 
little vial from his own medicine cabinet, raised it to 
his lips, and in a few minutes was lifeless corpse. ‘Che 
exciting news spread through the village and all the 
doctors of the place called a consultation over the body, 
but, could find no real cause of death. Finally, the 
friends of Black Herman decided to bury his body, not 
in China, but to send it to the King of the Zulu tribe 
in Africa, where it would be buried among his fore- 
fathers. The body was laid in an elaborate casket, and 
for two days laid in state, after which it was shipped 
to the King of the Zulu tribe in Africa for final cere- 
monies and burial. The grief of the people was great, 
for they all remembered Black Herman, the mysterious 
child who had left his native home many years before. 
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His mother and younger brother were chief among the 
mourners. The lid of the casket was uncovered and 
lifted off, and while the people gazed on, the body 
slowly came to life, and rose greeting the King. The 
people fled in great fear, and I dare say they might never 
have been convinced that he was a human being, had 
it not been for his dear old mother who threw her arms 
around him, while tears of joy ran down her cheeks.

There 
was great excitement in the village; the hysterical mot- 
her, wringing her hands, sought Black Herman, cry- 
ing, ‘‘Oh, man. of mystery, save my child.”” He needed 
no entreating, for as quick as lightning he dashed into 
the thicket, and with cunning craft of a beast, tracked 
down the lion. He had no weapons save a small vial of 
acid and a small dagger, which were presented to him 
while on a tour through Spain. The lion, seeing that 
he was pursued dropped the child and crouched. The 
jungle thundered with his angry roar, as Black Herman 
facing the lion, crept closer, over-powering him by the 
hypnotic gaze of his eyes. The lion ceased roaring and 
stood still in his tracks, while Herman creeping closer 
quick as a flash, dashed the vial of acid into the lion's 
eyes. The beast roared in his-anguish and blindly pawed 
the air. Herman charged him, piercing the animal to the 
heart with his dagger. The child, who was uninjured, 
was returned to its parents by the man of wonders. 

At another time, Herman was of great help to his 
people. One night, word was passed around that a 
troublesome neighboring tribe was surrounding the 
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village. The people, having received no warning, were 
not prepared for the attack. Black Herman was 
aroused by their cries and seeing the danger, told them 
to group themselves together and stand behind him. 
‘The savages, who had been hiding in the ambush sur- 
rounding the village, leaped out with terrifying yells 
hurling their spears into the air. Black Herman walked 
toward them, and behold. they fell back screaming for 
‘he had become a monster; his eyes blazed, and glared, 
and he was blowing flames of fire out of his mouth, 
his voice roared like thunder, which seemed to shake 
the earth. The people were overwhelmed with grati- 
tude, and he said, “‘It is simple to conquer your ene- 
mies I have fought many battles but have never yet 
shed blood. 


One of the most dangerous experiences that he en- 
countered, while in Africa, was while wandering 
through one of the villages. He came across a tribe of 
cannibals who seized him and placed him in a small 
pen built of strong jungle wood. Each day they would 
bring him food of a fattening nature, and he, finding 
no way to escape from the ever watchful guards, de- 
cided to fight the enemy with magic. Each time they 
brought the food to him, he would say a few magic 
words over it before eating. A few days passed, and 
the chief of the cannibal tribe came to inspect the pri- 
soner, and to his astonishment Black Herman had 
grown much thinner. He gave orders that the prisoner 
was to be fed on the richest of food so that he might 
be fat enough to kill on the annual feast day. They 
lavished the richest of foods upon him, but all to no 
avail he became thinner each day and finally there was 
nothing left of him but skin and bones and the canni- 
bals turned from him in disgust and drove him from 
. the village. He then returned to his people. 

Paris, France—— 

After spending a few more weeks in his birth place, 
Black Herman decided to start back to America. His 
brother and several friends were accompanying him, 
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and accordingly he thought he would make several 
stops en route for America to show them a few of the 
wonders of Europe. 

They set sail for France. After arriving and wan- 
dering about for a few weeks, enjoying such places as 
Chantilly, where there is a famous Chateau at Foun- 
tainebleau, where there is a beautiful forest, in the heart 
of which is ‘‘Brabizon,’’ a tiny old fashioned village, 
made famous by the artist, Francois Millet and his 
school, they made their way to Paris. 

A most unusual and exciting thing happened here. 
It was customary for one of Herman's friends to walk 
around the city every morning for about an hour, and 


then return with a sharpened appetite in time for 
breakfast. 


This morning, the members of Herman's party 
gathered as usual at their hotel for breakfast, but— 
one was missing.

In a few minutes, the cat began having convulsions 
and died. The banquet broke up in great disorder. 
Several persons left town in a big hurry, and it is said 
that these persons keep traveling from time to time, 
especially when Black Herman locates near where they 
are stopping. 


Black Herman The Detective— 

When Black Herman was in San Francisco several 
years ago, he proved himself a great detective. He was 
giving an entertainment and while performing, he no- 
ticed a woman in the audience crying. After the show, 
she approached him and said. “‘O, man of mystery, 
I am in the deepest trouble, and knowing of your 
wonderful ability to accomplish what other people 
call impossible, I seek your assistance. If you will help 
me I will pay you all you demand. I am the proprie- 
tress of one of the most prosperous cafes in town, my 
business was built up by my cook who is a genius. It 
is said by all of my patrons that they have never tasted 
such food as that prepared by my cook Mary. Several 
days ago, Mary disappeared and could not be found. 
I have employed detectives, but they can find no clue, 
which would lead me to discover her. Since she dis- 
appeared, my trade has fallen off and my patrons are 
patronizing a place across the street, a Chinese cafe, 
and strange to say he is selling the same delicious dishes 
that Mary used to make for me. I know there is no 
other cook in this city that has the ability to prepare 
those dishes but Mary, for they are her own secrets. 
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-'The detectives have searched the city and followed 
‘snany clues but have failed, and if you cannot help nie, 
I will be forced to close out my business.” 

. Black Herman listened attentively to all she had 
to say, and being sorry for her, he said: ‘‘Madam, you 
have my sympathy. Mary shall return; opeh your 
cafe in the morning, and you will find her on the job, 
but I warn you not to ask any questions.” The lady 
could hardly beliéve this possible, but knowing the 
great power of Herman she went home relieved in 
mind. The next morning, she went to the cafe and 
found Mary faithfully preparing her dishes. Mary had 
nothing unusual to say, and it appeared from her man- 
ner she did not know anything unusual had occured. 
The detectives after learning of what Black Herman 
had done went to see him and requested him to tell 
them how he had discovered Mary, and he related the 
following ‘story: . 

“When the lady reported to,me the loss of her 
cook, J knew that she had been abducted by some one 
who wished to secure the value of her service in boost- 
ing their business. I suspected the Chinese who opened 
the cafe across the street from the place in which Mary 
was employed, and the fact that -he was producing 
Mary’s dishes confirmed my suspicion.” 

“But, we followed up that clue, and could not 
discover anything,.’ said one of the detectives. 

“Well, gentlemen, I perceived that you had fol- 
lowed up the clue before I undertcok the case, but 
your mistake was that you searched over the land, but 
did not search under the water.” 

“Water?” cried one of the detectives, “‘man are 
you crazy?” : 

“T hope not,”” said Herman. ‘‘When I suspected the 
Chinese knew something about Mary, I went to the 
cafe, and seating myself at the table, called for a roast 
duck dinner. The Chinaman politely told me that he 
would serve me in twenty minutes. I said, ‘very well, 
I will wait.’ He moved swiftly out of the cafe, and 
I followed.” 
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“How did you follow him without his seeing 
you?”’ asked one of the detectives. 


‘When I was in India among the Hindu magicians, 
it was common for us to pass through places without 
being seen. We simply made ourselves invisible by a 
great and powerful secret handed down from ancient 
Egypt. So I followed the Chinaman without his seeing 
me. He passed through a panel in the wall, and entered 
a narrow passage which led downward; finally he.came 
to a door which was locked, this he unlocked and 
passed in. There stood Mary over the stove cooking; 
she was in a stupid condition, and when the Chinaman 
entered she called him by the name of her madam. I 
could easily see she had been doped. He ordered the 
duck dinner, which I had called for, and just as he 
turned with the tray upon which she had placed the 
service, I appeared in front of him. He was frightened 
so badly that he could not move. I became invisible 
again, and taking Mary by the hand, led her out and 
saw her home. I knew that Mary would never know 
what had happened to her, for she had been under the 
influence of a drug ever since she was abducted. She 
could not tell the difference between the Chinese kit- 
chen and the one in which she was accustomed to work, 
and when the Chinaman would give orders for his 
patrons, she would mistake him for her madam. Gen- 
tlemen, this may seem unreasonable to you, but it is 
a well established fact that there are drugs which will 
produce illusions so perfectly that one could not detect 
their faultiness. You ‘can easily see why Mary does 
not know that she had been spending her time cooking 
for the Chinese; and does not know that it was I who 
conducted her home, for she could not see me. I dis- 
covered that the passage through which we went was 
waterproof and led under the river. At the end of it, 
was a waterproof room which was fitted out as a kit- 
chen, and this is where the Chinese kept Mary.” 


“What became of the Chinaman?” asked one of 
the detectives. 
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“Well, gentlemen, the last I saw of him, was in 
the kitchen. As Mary and I passed through the door, 
it closed behind shutting the Chinaman on the inside: 
the lock slipped into place before I could prevent the 
door from closing, and as I did not have a key which 
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would fit the lock, I guess the Chinaman is down 
there playing lonesome.”’ 

The detective requested Black Herman to accom- 
pany them back to the Chinese cafe, and he showed 
them the secret passage where they found the Chinaman 
shut up in the kitchen. He was arrested for abducting 
Mary, and the secret compartment was destroyed. 

The reader of this book may doubt this statement; 
but a study of China will prove the clever construction 
of secret passages under both land and water. The 
Chinese custom of building cities under the ground is 
original and unique. 

Tour of Southern and Western States— 

Black Herman toured Maryland, Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida and other 
Southern States. He toured Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Missouri, Illinois, Michigan, and other 
border and western states. 


Everywhere he went, great crowds were drawn by 
his brilliant speeches and dazzling performances. Peo- 
ple flocked to hear him talk and see him perform. They 
poured into towns and cities from country, villages 
and farms. Professor Herman filled the largest churches, 
halls and theatres, and in many towns and cities no 
church, hall or theatre was large enough to hold the 
vast crowds, so he had to set a big tent and entertain 
his audience in it. 

In St. Louis, Missouri, the St. Paul’s A. M. E. 
Church and Metropolitan A. M. E. Zion Church, held 
a week’s carnival in the fair grounds, or some large 
park. Thousands of people, white and colored, came 
every day to the carnivals. Bands of music, the merry- 
go-round, Hindu magicians, and Gypsy fortune tellers 
were there in royal splendor, but—the star attraction 
—the beacon light, of that carnival—was Professor 
BLACK HERMAN, the magician.’ He should say 
as Julius Caesar had said, “VENI, VIDI, VICI,” I 
came, I saw, I conquered. 

Herman’s Feate— 
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His feats equalled those of Prince Herman, Kellar, 
Thurston, and Houdini. He turned water into milk, 
wine and coffee. He took a newspaper and turned it 
into a handkerchief or a large flag. He reached down 
into a hat and pulled forth stockings and ties. He 
reached into a boy’s breast and pulled out a rabbit. 
He produced rabbits, chickens and ducks from nothing. 
He seemingly made flowers grow in midair. He poured 
meal into a dish, waved his magic wand, uttered a few 
words, and in a few minutes, the oatmeal was trans- 
formed into cream, coffee, or gin. 

Then Herman passed a cord through the audience, 
the strongest men pulled at it without being able to 
break it. They pronounced it fit and strong. Then, on 
the platform. in view of the audience, strong men tied 
him toa chair. They tied his breast, arms and legs, with 
every possible kind of knot, and to their surprise, he 
unbound himself in a few seconds. 

Then Herman threw a woman into a trance. 
buried her alive, had her remain under ground a few 
minutes, and resuscitated her. He placed a woman in 
a death cabinet. and ran a score of swords in all direc- 
tions through the cabinet. Blood dripped through the 
bottom of the cabinet. but upon removing the swords, 
the woman stepped out alive. He placed the woman in 
a box, right before the eyes of the audience. and then 
proceeded to saw the box in two parts. The woman's 
head protruded out of one half of the box, while her 
feet extended out of the other half. Herman then joined 
the sawed box together. and the woman stepped out 
alive. 

But, Professor Herman’s most spectacular feat is 
the laying of a woman on a couch, and throwing her 
into a trance, so that she is as stiff and inert as a dead 
person. He then has his assistants withdraw the couch 
from under her, and she remained suspended in midair 
»without any visible props. 

He flashes a steel sword over, under, and around 
the woman, to show that she is not hanging on invisible

wires, then, by a wave of his magic wand, Herman 
causes the woman to gradually rise in the air, and sud- 
denly disappear from the sight of the audience. 
People did not know what to make of Herman. 
Some said that he only showed that the hand was 
swifter than the eye. Others said that he was a child 
of the devil, and had sold his soul to the devil, and 
thus had mastered the BLACK ART. One good Bap- 
tist sister said: ‘‘A man who can make a woman fly 
in/mid-air, is no devil or pupil of the devil, he must 
be ‘Elijah, the Second.’ ”’ 
Herman’s March from Detroit, Chicago to New York. 
Finally, after having convinced the south and west, 
that he was the greatest living Negro magician, and the 
equal to the Great Houdini, Herman decided to take 
New York City by storm. As he entertained in Detroit, 
Chicago, Cleveland, Cincinatti, Pittsburgh, Philadel- 
phia, and other cities on the way to New York, people 
said to him: ““You may be able to work wonders and 
perform seemingly miracles in the south and west, but 
you cannot fool those New Yorkers. They will be able 
to penetrate into the mysteries and solve the Sphinx 
riddles. for they are ‘doubting Thomases.’ in other 
words, ‘they are from Missouri, and you must show 
them.’ New Yorkers see all and know all. All the great 
preachers, orators, singers, musicians, elocutionists, en- 
tertainers and magicians come to New York. You can't 
show them anything new. Better stay away from 
New York. or you will lose your money, damage your 
reputation, come to grief, and meet your ‘“‘Waterloo.”’ 


Black Herman in New York City— 

But Professor Herman would not be dissuaded. 
Like a tidal wave, he gathered force and momentum as 
he moved from Detroit and Chicago to New York City. 
His fame preceeded him. The crowds continued to 
swell and grow, and finally, in March, 1923, Herman 
came to New York City, and the unexpected happened. 
He secured a month’s engagement in Liberty Hall, the 
headquarters of Garvey’s organization, an immense 
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structure, which covers a five acre lot, and comfortably 
seats four thousand people. Herman did what no other 
Negro in Harlem has ever done, except Marcus Garvey. 
He packed Liberty Hall from platform to door for 
sixty nights. Some nights hundreds of people were 
turned away. Herman not only duplicated the pheno- 
menal feats and hair raising performances of the St. 
Louis carnival, but he also passed out slips of paper, 
and answered all manner of questions. He advised men 
and women whether to hold their jobs, or to move to 
fresh fields and pastures new. He told men. who prob- 
ably had stolen their overcoats, and women who 
probably had stolen their rings. He brought together es- 
tranged couples, and husbands and wives who had sep- 
arated. Men and women asked: ‘““‘“What manner of 
man is this? Where does Black Herman get his wonder- 
ful knowledge and marvelous dexterity? He is a real 


wizard, a super-master of the “BLACK ART.” 


During his programs, he had noted scholars, 
preachers, singers and elocutionists to entertain and 
enlighten his audiences on health. sanitation and issues 


of the day. 


Thus, for four years, Hérman gave entertainments 
in Boston, Massachusetts: Brooklyn, New York: Bal- 
timore, Maryland: Norfolk,. Virginia: New Rochelle, 
New York; Mt. Clair, Orange, Jersey City, Newark, 
Elizabeth and Plainfield. New Jersey; Philadelphia, 
and Chester, Pennsylvania; Willmington, Delaware, 
and other towns and cities of the East, having the 
same success, but only on a smaller scale, than he had 
in New York City. He raised funds by his entertain- 
ments to build churches, pay off mortgages, equip 
schools and provide scholarships. In Philadelphia, at 
the Mt. Zion A. M. E. Church, Herman had an over- 
flow crowd for over a month. He entertained upstairs 
and downstairs. The fame of his New York perfor- 
mance in Liberty Hall spread far and wide, and soon 
he became the man of the hour as an entertainer. Halls, 
churches and theaters could not hold the vast crowds

that came out to see the wonder man and super-magi- 
cian; and again, Herman had to set up his tent. 


Herman not only made big money, but put it to 
good use. He bought a fine home at 119 West 136th 
Street and beautified it. Beautiful pictures were painted 
on the walls and ceilings. A telephone was installed 
on every floor. A double set of electric lights were in- 
stalled. A radio, piano, elegant rugs, and valuable an- 
tiques were placed in the home. A speedwagon, two 
Studebaker cars, and a roadster were purchased. Pro- 
fessor Herman put money into circulation. Whenever 
he came into a town with his cars, assistants and 
$50,000 equipment, he came like a Prince. White and 
colored people would look around surprised to see a 
‘black man riding in such style and splendor. Litttle 
boys and girls would jump up, clap their hands and 
cry: “Here comes Black Herman.’’ And he would show 
his appreciation by prizes in apple and pie eating 
contests. 


But not only did Herman have unparalieled success 
as a performer, showman and entertainer, but also he 
established a Chautauqua. This club met weekly at his 
house, and men of thought, successful lawyers, and 
business men gave the benefit of their experiences and 
had a round table talk and discussion upon men and 
measures. 


Then Prof. Herman kept an open house, entertain- 
ing lavishly, and freely giving and lending. If an old 
man or woman wondered where he would get the mo- 
ney to buy a-ton of coal or pay the month's rent, he 
would come to the res.ue. If a friend needed a loan of 
one or two hundred dollars, to tide over a difficulty, 
Herman would advance the money. 


Then Black Herman incorporatea an Herb Gar- 
den and sold medicine. He started a monthly magazine, 
and purchased a printing plant. He gave. regular em- 
ployment to over a score of people, besides, enabling 
men and women, boys and girls to make extra money, 
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selling Herman’s Wonderful Body Tonic, and other 
remedies. 


Professor Herman had evolved into a business man, 
who put money into circulation, and gave employ- 
ment. As a visitor would enter his office, and see four 
desks, occupied by clerks and stenographers who were 
busy, see agents coming in for goods, would go down 
into the printing plant, and see four printers getting 
out our magazine, pamphlets, and doing job printing, 
and see a troupe of six or seven entertainers go with 
him on his tours, he would realize that Professor Her- 
man is indeed a business man. 


If we would relate all of the many wonderful ex- 
periences of Black Herman, this book would be given 
to the entire subject; so, we will end by saying that 
Black Herman, the man of many wonders, has con- 
quered the world. He has proved himself to be a super- 
man and has attained a height of intellectual develop- 
ment. Science has said, ‘‘Men will not reach his state of 
development for many generations to come.” 


Professor Herman carries many medals awarded 
him by kings and rulers of foreign countries; he has 
been given the greatest honor in America, and has the 
distinction of being the President of the Colored Ma- 
gician’s Association of this country.

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BLACK HERMAN’S EASY POCKET TRICKS 


Black Herman's pocket tricks can be played any- 
where, in barber shops, hotels, Y. M. C. A.’s, club 
rooms, drug stores, parlors, and parks; in fact. a two 
hour performance with one hour's practice. You could 
easily become your own magician with a little practice. 
and always have barrels of fun making lots of friends. 
it matters not where you are. 


The author wishes to give all who read these tricks, 
two bits of advice. Never show a trick until you have 
tested it alone, and are sure that you can do it, as some- 
times you may misunderstand and make a failure. One 
trial in private is all you need. Never explain how the 
trick is done. 


THE TUMBLER AND THE COIN 


Turn a tumbler upside down upon a table and 
place a penny on top of it. Cover the coin and glass 
with a hat, and make a few fanciful cabalistic move- 
ments over it. Ask the audience if they still believe the 
coin to be on top. Some skeptic will not believe you, 
therefore, ask him to come forward and see for him- 
self. Raise the hat and show him the coin; then say, 
“Are you quite certain that the coin is on top?” 


"ayes. 


Then tell him to raise the hat. He does so, but 
still the coin is there; and elated to think that he has 
outwitted you, he calls everybody’s attention to the 
unmoved penny. But the trick has not gone awry, as 
later developments show. 


“Still on top?’’ you ask again. 


“Yes, yes, still there,”’ answers your excited skeptic, 
but he immediately collapses when you gravely remark, 
“Why, that is not the top; the coin is on the bottom of 
the tumbler.” 
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| HOW TO BALANCE AN EGG 


Shake|an egg well, so that the yolk may be broken 
and well mixed with the white, then it can be balanced 
without any difficulty upon its broad end. 

An easier way to accomplish the above feat is to 
secretly sprinkle a few grains of salt upon the table- 
cloth. The egg can then be balanced, because the salt 
serves as a prop, and prevents the egg from rolling or 
slipping. | 

The company is now asked to repeat the experi- 
ment, but/they do not succeed, as you have brushed the 
salt aside with your little finger in the act of picking up 
the egg. 


A NOVEL WAY TO BLOW OUT A MATCH 


The performer lights a match, and holding it at 
the finger tips of the right hand blows into the left 
sleeve, and the match goes out suddenly as if blown 
out by the air passing down the left sleeve and through 
the right sleeve. 

Secret: The match is held between the tips of the 
first and|second finger, back of the hand uppermost, 
and palmiend of the match projecting just a little below 
the fingers in a position to receive a sharp “‘flip’’ with 
the tip of the thumb, toward the inside of the hand. 
This action extinguishes the light, and the performer 
while blowing into the sleeve invariably draws all the 
attention| away from the right hand. 


4x3 MAKE 1] 


Put three coins on the table and pick them up one 
ata einte| counting ‘‘One, two, three.’’ Put them down 
counting, ‘‘Four, five, six.’’ Pick them up again, count- 
ing, ‘‘Seven, eight, nine,” but when you get to ‘‘nine”’ 
hold up the coin quickly and put it down again. Then 
put the jother two down, counting, ““Ten, eleven.” 
Apparently you have altered the multiplication table 
and made 4x3 equal 11. Now place the coin in any- 
one’s hands; ask him to do it. In all probability, he 
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DEAD OR ALIVE 


The performer hands a plain sheet of note paper and 
a ruler toa spectator asking him to tear the paper into 
five equal strips. The spectator is then requested to 
write the names of dead persons on two slips, and on 
each of the remaing slips the names of living persons. 


The slips are folded and placed in a hat and well 
shaken. 


Now, to the amazement of the company, the per- 
former at his will, selects a slip from the hat containing 
a dead person's name, or that of a live person, as may 
be chosen by the company. 


Secret: The slips containing the names of dead per- 
sons are the top and bottom of the note paper and are 
distinguished by the smooth machine-cut edge on the 
side. After the strips have been torn. the performer, 
under the pretense of showing the strips to be unpre- 
pared, places the two smooth-edged strips on top of 
the others and gives them to the spectator to write on. 


TO TELL THE CARD TURNED UP 


The performer lays a deck of cards on his left 
hand and a spectator cuts the deck, placing the upper 
portion beside the lower. The spectator is then reques- 
ted to take off and secretly note the top card of the 
pile near him. The performer then picks up the card 
of the other pile, looks at it, and immediately tells the 
spectator the cards he is holding. 


Secret: Before laying the deck on his hand, the 
performer secretly observes the top card on the other 
pile, it is just a little ruse which puzzles the spectator 
and makes the trick more mystifying. Try it: the de- 
ception lies in its very simplicity.

PIN THROUGH FOREHEAD 

Before presenting the trick, insert a pin under and 
through a small portion of the outside layer of skin on 
tip of the second finger of ‘the right hand. The pin is 
then exhibited, held between the thumb and forefinger 
and under the pretense of pushing the pin into the 
forehead, it slides down the finger. After you have 
apparently pushed the pin in forehead, and it it se- 
creted in your finger, hit your forehead a smart smack 
with the palm of your hand and the deception is 
complete. 

The pin is then retracted, to all appearances, from 
the back of the head. 


BALANCE CIGARETTE ON HAT 

Lay a cigarette paper on a straw hat, so that 
one-half projects over the edge. Then move the hat 
gently, so that the current of air lifts up the paper, and 
if you regulate your movements nicely you will be 
able to make the paper stand up on edge. Any one not 
familiar with this trick would think it a feat of the 
expert juggler. 


THE WALKING MATCH 

Bend a match in halves, making a prong, and on 
the top of the prong paste or fix a picture of a man’s 
head and body, the match serving for legs. 

Place the inside of the prong, or legs, upon the edge 
of the blade of a knife, and hold the matter parallel 
with the table, so that both ends of the match just 
touch it. The match will then ‘‘walk’’ from one end of 
the knife to the other without any effort of your own. 

The figure will look more grotesque if two mat- 
ches are used instead of one bent match. 


THE MAGNETIZED LEAD PENCIL 


A lead pencil is laid upon the right hand, and while 
the left hand makes passes around and above it, the 
pencil moves and slowly rises until it stands erect. 
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A bent pin point is attached to the bottom of the 
pencil. This point is stuck lightly into the skin at the 
base of the fingers. At this stage the fingers are slightly 
contracted. 

Gradually straighten the fingers, and, as the skin 
tightens, the pencil will rise accordingly. This action 
of the finger is unnoticeable and the pencil can be made 
to rise and at will. 

After the trick, the pencil is placed in the pocket 
and if requested, another pencil of duplicate make is 
removed and passed for examination. 


QUARTER AND MATCHES 


Ask some one to loan you a quarter for a few mo- 
ments, and lay it on the table, whereupon you gravely 
make a triangle around the quarter with three matches. 

Now offer to bet your friend that he will not say 
“Three matches’’ in answer to three questions: which 
you will ask him. Of course, he is confident of his abili- 
ty to say what he likes and naturally accepts the chal- 
lenge. Then you proceed with the question; 

“How do you like the weather?”’ 

“Three matches.” 

“What did you have for lunch?” 

“Three matches.” 

(So far he has succeeded in keeping to the agreed 
answer. ) 

“What will you take for this quarter?” 


TWO HANDKERCHIEFS INSTANTLY 
KNOTTED 


Two handkerchief are exhibited as being separate, 
and after a simple wave of the hand, they are seen to 
be tied together. They are rolled into a ball and thrown 
on the floor, when to the surprise of your friends, they 
separate. 

Explanation: A small rubber band does the trick. 
The band in held in the left hand encircling the thumb 
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and first two fingers. When presenting the trick, the 
handkerchiefs should be shown, one in each hand, and 
no difficulty will be experienced concealing the rubber 
band. The handkerchief in the right hand is then placed 
with that in the left. where they are held together. 


DISAPPEARING RING FROM HANDKERCHIEF 


To produce this effect, it is necessary to have a 
rubber umbrella ring, which is placed on the first joint 
of the index finger, left hand. concealed under cover 
of the handkerchief. 


Place handkerchief over the left hand: quickly 
remove rubber from finger and hold it between index 
finger and thumb. 


A finger ring is now held in right hand between 
the index finger and thumb. and pushed with center of 
handkerchief through the rubber ring. Then grasp 
corner of handkerchief with right hand and shake vi- 
gorously once or twice. the effect being the complete 
disappearance of the finger ring. as it is enveloped in 
a sort of pocket on back of the handkerchief. 


RESTORED CIGARETTE PAPER 


A borrowed cigarette paper is torn to pieces and 
then restored in its original shape. 


The secret lies in a duplicate paper concealed be- 
tween the first and second fingers. 


When exhibiting the borrowed paper. it should be 
held by one of its corners between the first finger and 
thumb. The concealed ball of paper is now between 
the thumb and back of the visible paper. 


After having torn the borrowed paper and rolled 
it into a ball, it is very easily exchanged for the dupli- 
cate ball which is then opened and displayed as the 
>aper which is torn. The torn, paper is concealed in 
like manner as the above. 
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TOOTHPICK IN HANDKERCHIEF 


A toothpick is laid upon the center of a handker- 
chief. The handkerchief is then gathered around the 
toothpick and someone requested to break the tooth- 
pick through the handkerchief. This is done, but when: 
the handkerchief is opened the toothpick is found un- 
broken. This effect is accomplished by a duplicate 
toothpick, which has previously been placed in the 
border of the handkerchief. The duplicate is the one 
broken. 


BREAKING A MATCH BETWEEN THE FINGERS 


This is indeed a Herculeane feat. The object is to 
break with your middle finger a stout wooden match 
placed across the roots of the first and third finger 
nails. They must be held parallel with the shoulder 
and the fingers kept quite straight. 


THE RISING BOX 


First, pull out the sliding portion of the safety 
matchbox, about a quarter of an inch, and lay box 
top downward, upon the back of the hand, with open 
end nearest wrist. Then, pressing firmly upon the box, 
close it with thumb and fingers at opposite ends. By 
this action, the loose skin on the back of the hand will 
become wedged between the sliding portion and the 
outside of the box. 

Now, if the fingers are slightly contracted, the 
matchbox will rise upon its edge, as though lifted by 
some mysterious power. 


THE BALANCED CIGAR 


Place a hat over the left hand and stand the broad 
end of a cigar on thhe crown. You have a pin in your 
left hand, and, while you are trying to balance the cigar, 
you work the pin through the hat into the cigar, thus 
causing it to stand upright and apparently unsuppor- 
ted. 
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A PREDICAMENT 


How can two persons be standing on the same 
newspaper and yet be in such a position that they can- 
not touch each other? 

The seeming impossibility of this ‘‘stunt’’ leads 
one to believe that there is double meaning, or some 
“catch” in the construction of the question—but the 
‘feat can be done quite easily. 

Place the newspaper midway across a doorway; 
then close the door, and the feat is accomplished by 
two persons standing on the paper on each side of 
the closed door. 


SEPARATING A LADY’S FINGER TIPS 

Many men pride themselves on their . muscular 
strength. Let a lady place the tips of her forefingers 
together, keeping her elbows on a level with her shoul- 
ders. She may then challenge a gentleman to take hold 
of her wrists and separate them by a steady pull. Un- 
less she is unusually weak, or he very strong, he will 
most -probably fail. 


TUMBLER AND MATCH 
Lean a sulphur match against a tumbler and ask 
anyone to take away the tumbler and leave the match 
standing. 
When your friends’ efforts have proved futile, ig- 
nite the match with another one, and let burn for a 
few seconds. Blow it out, remove the tumbler, and the 


match will stay upright. It is best to place the tumbler 
and match on a cigar box. 


THE OBEDIENT PAPER 
Lay four small pieces of paper upon the back of 
the hands, and say you will, with one puff, blow away 
any two or three pieces selected and retain the rest. 
Place the fingers of the other hand on the pieces 
you are requested to leave, and blow the remainder 
away. 
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HOW TO BURN A HANDKERCHIEF WITH YOUR 
BREATH 


Put a piece of phosphorus (half as big as a match 
head or smaller) in a rag or handkerchief; rub it so 
to create friction and dry the phosphorus, which ig- 
nites as soon as dry; while rubbing, blow on it and it 
appears to ignite from the breath. [t must be kept in 
water as it will ignite without friction when exposed 
to the air. 


- TURNING INK INTO WATER 


Fasten a black cloth to a little wire hoop that will 
fit one-third of the way down in a glass tumbler, then 
put a handkerchief over the tumbler, make a few pass- 
es; pick up the handkrechief and the hoop and cloth 
with it, leaving nothing but water. By using a red 
flannel cloth, wine can be turned in water also. 


TO MAKE A HALF DOLLAR DISAPPEAR IN A 
WHISKEY GLASS OF WATER 


Palm the half dollar, and substitute a piece of clear 
glass, the same size as coin. Now put the coin-shaped 
glass under a handkerchief and get someone to hold the 
handkerchief and the glass, which they believe to be 
the real coin. Now withdraw your hand with the 
palmed coin and command party holding the handker- 
chief to put it over a whiskey glass (or any other glass 
will do) and drop the coin, which in reality is the 
piece of glass and invisible in the glass of water. Now 
you pick up the handkerchief and shake it to show that 
the coin has disappeared. Then the coin can be taken 
from some other place to add to the mystery. 


HOW TO MAKE A BALL STOP ON A STRING 


Tie both ends of a rope to a pose, then run arm 
through. Run a string through the hole. When you 
command the ball to stop descending. tighten the 
string: slacken a little and it will continue its down- 
ward course. 3 
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THE HAND TYING TRICK 


Tie both ends of a rope to a post, then run arm 
through rope and have hands tied together; pull hard 
on the rope so as to get it between the hands, then slip 
it over one hand and pull and the rope comes off while 
the hands remain tied. A good trick if quickly per- 
formed. 


FIRE BALL SKIPPING ON WATER 


Throw a few grains of Potassium on the sur- 
face of cold water. It will at once burst into a beauti- 
ful rose-colored flame. 


TO START FIRE BY SPITTING 


To light a pipe by spjtting in it, or light a piece 
of paper, put a small piece of Sodium Metal in the pipe 
on top of the tobacco and spit on the piece of Sodium. 
It will ignite as soon as it absorbs the saliva. “he same 
if put in a piece of paper. It must be kept in coal oil 
to prevent it from getting hot or evaporating. 


THE JUMPING PEG 


Take a small flat stick, about four or five inches 
long, one-half inch wide and one-eighth of an inch 
thick, and drill two small holes through it one-fourth 
of an inch apart, and about an inch and a half from the 
end. Now drill a hole nearly through one-fourth of an 
inch above the first hole, then turn the stick over and drill 
another hole nearly through. The stick appears to have 
three holes. The peg should be pointed on both ends 
and made to fit both holes alike.“ The two holes that 
go part way through must be of the same size and ap- 
pear at a rough glance to go all the way through. The 
stick appears to have three holes. When the peg is put 
ostensibly in the middle hole. the stick is quickly turned 
by making the other end of the stick round so it can 
turn between the finger and thumb. The little peg 
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then appears to have jumped from the middle hole 
to the end hole or vice versa. 


THE DISAPPEARING KNOT 


Take a piece of heavy string, about three feet long, 
and place one end in the right hand and the other in the 
left hand. Deftly cross the end which is in the right 
hand over middle string, have someone cut about four 
inches off the end, which is held in such a way as if the 
string was cut in the middle. Then drop both ends of 
the string, the short pieces being held so tied in a couple 
of knots around the middle of the string. Let someone 
hold the end on the left side, put the right hand over 
the knot, which is slipped off at will with the right 
hand. Then get someone to hold the other end of the 
string and with the right hand, after disposing of the 
knot, make a few passes over the left hand: then raise 
the left hand and the knot will have mysteriously van- 
‘shed. 


HOW TO TIE TWO ROPES AROUND THE NECK 
IN HARD KNOTS AND REMOVE THEM 
WITHOUT UNTYING THEM 

Use two soft ropes not over one-fourth of an inch 
thick; double each rope, then put the doubled ends to- 
gether; keep concealed with left hand, then put around 
neck so doubled ends will be on back of neck: put under 
shirt or coat collar and throw the head back and hold 
them there, while both hands are employed in tying 
several knots under the chin: Then remove the ropes 
which appear td be“the way around the neck. Catch 
the two ropes with one hand and the bottom rope with 
the ather; a quick jerk and the ropes*are. pulled apart 
from behind the neck and they have every appearance 
of having been all around the neck; but the knots will 
be crossed, which is not noticed. 


FIRE UNDER WATER 
Place a quantity of pulverized’ Chlorate of potash 
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in an empty tumbler, on which put a few chips of 
phosphorus; then fill the tumbler with water, and 
through a glass tube pass a small quantity of sulphuric 
acid on the phosphorus in the tumbler, which will at 
once take fire and burn with great splendor. 


ENVELOPE TRICK 

Paste the backs of two envelopes of the same size 
and color together, put a coin or card or any suitable 
flat article in one side. While you ask someone to blow 
on it, deftly turn it over, then open the other side and 
the article will have mysteriously disappeared. Or a 
different article may previously have been put in the 
opposite side—for instance, a penny; then borrow a 
dime and put it in the other side; let someone blow on 
it, while-it is quickly turned, then open and the dime 
has changed to a penny, or vice versa. 

Two pieces of paper can be used instead of envel- 
opes and folded and pasted together, then put a dime 
in one side and turn as with envelope. Both sides must 
be folded alike, and the paper must be the same size and 
color on one side as on the other. 


THE HANDKERCHIEF TRICK 


Sew a penny i the corner of the handkerchief, 
borrow a marked nickel, take hold of the handkerchief 
with the hand holding nickel, and the other with the 
other hand; pretend to put the nickel under handker- 
chief and ask someone to hold it. In reality they feel 
the penny and believe it to be the nickel. Withdraw 
your hand from under the handkerchief, also the coin. 
While the party holds the penny, command him to lay 
the handkerchief down on the table while you stand 
several feet away. 

Now make a few passes, then walk over to the 
table, pick up the handkerchief and shake it to show 
that the coin has disappeared; then pretend to take the 
coin from someone’s hat or from any other place 
desired.

SECRETS OF MAGIC, MYSTERY & LEGERDEMAIN 


THE MATCIE TRICK 


The match trick is-similar to the coin in the hand- 
kerchief. only a match is slipped in the seam, and a 
match is borrowed from the crowd. The match is put 
under the handkerchief and someone is asked to break 
the match, believing it to be the niatch borrowed. He 
breaks it up in small pieces. Having previously: with- 
drawn your hand with the match, you now take the 
handkerchief from the party who has broken the 

iatch, which was concealed in the seam, and run your 
hand under it: then pretend to take out the broken 
match, which, of course, will appear just as it was 
when borrowed; then shake the handkerchief to show 
that the pieces are not there. which is a mystery, being 
sull securely in the seam. 


THE MAGNETIZED CIGAR 

A cigar is laid across the fingers and the hand is 
slowly turned to a vertical position, but the cigar re- 
tains its position on the hand. 

Before introducing the trick, stick a pin halfway in 
the cigar. The cigar is held in position by the pin being 
gripped between the fingers. 

‘The cigar can be transferred from hand to hand by 
bringing both hands together and rolling the pin from 
its position in one hand to the other. 

Remove the pin and show the cigar to be an ordin- 
ary one. 


THE BALANCED GLASS 


This interesting stunt can be performed very readi- 
ly with an ordinary wine glass, water glass or goblet. 

Before presenting the trick. the performer places 
a match on the table under the tablecloth. unobserved, 
of course. 


By means of the match, the glass can be balanced 
without difficulty, giving the effect of skillful jugg- 
ling.

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INTRODUCTION 


Connected closely even with the beginning of the 
world, with pure religion, has been the interpretation 
of dreams. It was the task of the Philosophers, Priests 
and Magicians, in ancient times, to interpret dreams, 
and one such interpreter was always attached to the 
court of kings. No more notable, or no better known 
example of this is to be found than in the Bible, where 
most frequently, God spake His message to men in 
dreams. 

“And God came to Laban, the Syrian, in a dream 
of the night and said unto him. ‘Take heed that thou 
speak not to Jacob, either good nor bad.’ ”—Genesis 

oa. 

We all remember the dreams of Joseph, which 
being interpreted meant that he, the youngest born, 
was to rule over his father and brothers and over the 
whole land of Egypt, and even though his brothers 
sought to slay him, the dream came true. And, in the 
court of Egypt it was Joseph himself who interpreted 
the dreams of Pharoah, and from the dreams of that 
monarch was able to foretell the times of great famine 
in Egypt, and to prepare against it and so save God’s 
chosen people. 

The interpretation of dreams requires, then, some 
power beyond the ordinary; some sense more keen: 
some intellect more psychic that that possessed by the 
ordinary individual. So it is that we find in Black 
Herman, the magician, who has devoted much time 
and labor to a study of the methods of the Hindu 
priests and Yogis in India and China, a man peculiarly 
fitted by the spirit and temperament, to see behind the 
veil merely material things and to read amid the midst 
of dreams the portents for good and evil, which know- 
ing, and using as a guide to conduct, arms us all for 
better conflict with the battle of life. 

And so he gives this book to the world. ‘The 
Black Herman Dream Book,’ complete in so far as 
it goes, but dwelling, necessarily, on account of the 
limitations of space, with those most significant and 
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important things in life which dreams can tell us of. 
That it will be helpful to many and bring solace and 
comfort to hearts that were prone to dread; that it 
will make life hopeful and helpful in his most ardent 
desire. 

‘“We are such stuff as dreams are made of,” wrote 
the Bard of Avon, and my experience in many lands 
has taught me the truth of this. What was true at 
the time of Genesis is true today, for truth is vital and 
must prevail! Psychologists believe that dreams are 
caused by the flight of the soul to other regions, and, 
upon returning to the body, remembers the strange 
things it has seen. If it can go backward, then it is 
psychologically reasonable that it can go forward. If 
it can tell of events that have happened, events that 
probably were not within the dreamer’s ken, then it 
can project itself forward into the hours that are yet 
unborn, and returning, warn the dreamer of what 
good or ill is going to chance. 

The people of antiquity, from whom we have 
learned much that we know of magic, of the art of 
divination and philosophy, regarded dreams as direct 
messages from the spiritual world, either divine or 
diabolical origin, and their interpretations was elevated 
to the rank of a science. At the courts of Babylon and 
Tyre, of Egypt and Solomon, the interpretation of 
dreams was the task of the soothsayers. 

In connection with many men classed as magicians, 
who have gone before me, I see in dreams a vivid 
proof of the soul’s immortality. This belief, which I 
hold, was held also by Comenius and Emanuel 
Swedenburg, who founded churches. Swedenburg 
strengthened his church immeasureably when he re- 
ported that in a dream he had visited Paradise and 
told of his dream experiences there. 

All through the history of the world you will 
find that dreams havé proved mighty incentive to 
bring forth fortunate action. Such was the dream 
of Judas Maccabeus, of Sylla, of Germanus, and the 
dream of the priestess of Prosperine on the eve of Tim- 
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eoleon’s expedition from Corinth to Syracuse, so that 
Ceres volunteered to be his traveling companion into 
Sicily. It is an undoubted historical fact that the dream 
of Olympia that she was with child of a dragon, in- 
cited her so to educate her son and rear him, that thus 
was developed the warlike spirit of Alexander, who 
sighted for more worlds to conquer. 

It was a matter of historical record that the city 
of Carthage was rebuilt by Augustus Caesar in con- 
sequence of a dream of his uncle, Julius, and part of 
the architectural improvements resulting from his 
dream are tangible things to be seen amid the ruins of 
Carthage to the present day. Such tangible and useful 
things, too, were dreams of the Emperor Julian and 
of Calpurnia. Such was the dream of Oliver Cromwell 
that he should rise to be the greatest man in England. 

Cabanis, in his ‘‘Rapports du Physique et du 
Moral de L’Homme,”’ says of Condillac that he often 
brought to a conclusion in dreams the reasonings on 
which he had been employed during the day. It is 
said of Benjamin Franklin, that wise and enlightened 
man, that he believed that he was often instructed in 
dreams as to the course he should pursue the next day 
during that period frought with so much anxiety 
to the then, American Colonies. Coleridge, the poet 
tells us himself that two hundred lines of his beautiful 
poem, “Kubla Kahn,”’ came to him in a dream. On 
walking, he set down two hundred lines: then he 
was interupted and the rest of his dream was lost. 

It is true that certain dreams may be induced by 
opposite causes. For instance, workers in rubber fac- 
tories usually have horrible dreams; the eating of 
hasheesh by the East Indians and Malays causes fright- 
ful dreams in which they run amuck and slaughter all 
who oppose them; an excessive use of alcohol induces 
those dreams of horror which in medicine are known as 
delirium tremens. 

It is not with the above mentioned, that this little 
book deals, This treatise on the divination of dreams 
is meant for the healthy, normal person to whom, in 
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sleep, come “‘angel’s visits unaware.’ If, “‘in the 
silence of the sleep time,’’ there comes to you a vivid 
dream, the details of which are impressed upon the 
waking memory, consult this book. Try to remember 
the most vital detail in your dreams and turn to it 
here, and read the signification and interpretation. If 
your dream contains a warning, heed it, I pray you. 
If it contains a promise of hope and happiness, look 
for it with all your soul, and it will surely come to 
you. So, you may order your hours and your actions 
by aid of this subtle unknown sense that is not felt 
within the light of day, but which comes to you when 
the eyelids close and all is hushed and still and ready 
for ‘‘whatever God there be.’’

“My dreams were always beautiful, thoughts were 

high and fine; 

No life was ever lived on earth to match these 

dreams of mine.” 

If, then, this book will help you, through your 
dreams, to a saner, sweeter and more wholesome out- 
look on life, my travels in many lands, my psychic 
experiences and labor will not have been in vain.

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INTRODUCTION TO DREAMS 


The following list of dreams are interpreted in two dif- 
ferent ways. The first interpretation is the Psycho-Psychological 
and the second is the age-old science of Numerology. 

The Psycho-Psychological interpretation is the ordinary 
or common interpretating dreams, such as the Biblical interpre- 
tation of the coming of Jesus—the dreams of Solomon, Moses, 
Aaron, Jacob. The list includes the most significant dreams and 
are interpreted according to my own method. 


The Numerological Interpretation is according to the age- 
old science of Numerology, which was so ably explained by 
Pythagoras, who said that all life can be explained as a numeri- 
cal pattern. The methods differ as follows: after each significant 
dream there is a numerical interpretation such as ‘‘Absence— 
22-4." Some people interpret the first two numbers or 2-2 
interpretation, but I have found the last to be the best and final 
interpretation, which is as follows: 


THE CHARACTER AND INFLUENCE OF NUMBER 
ONE.—This is a strong, forceful, active, creative and mascu- 
line number. 


It represents individuality, strength and boldness. 


It is a petulant, self-centered number and seldom recognizes 
anything beyond its own, often very limited, vision. 


The characteristic one individual, analyzes everything by 
his standard of life and refuses to accept anything his five senses 
cannot include or understand: nor can it be said ‘‘hiding his 
light under a bushel”’ is one of his characteristic failings. 


It is a number of ruling, directing, inventing and planning, 
and is powerful in a limited or localized way: it radiates the 
do-and-dare spirit, and is often officious and dominating, re- 
fusing to recognize or consider any difficulties, obstacles or bar- 
riers, and rides right over everything in its way. 


It is a number of explanation, and not execution. ‘‘One 
was the foundation-stone of creation and retains much of its 
original austerity and rulership. 


This would explain all dreams whose numerical interpre- 
tation is one (1). 
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For TWO dreams the interpretation is as follows: 


THE CHARACTER AND INFLUENCE OF NUMBER 
TWO—As number one is a masculine influence, so is number 
Two its polar opposite, being a distinctly feminine and receptive 
number. 


It is a kind, diplomatic and peace-loving number; while 
two is far from being a real power in its influence, yet it differs 
from Number One in that its strength is more subjective than 
objective: its influence is refined, gentle and helpful. Number 
Two is supposed to be the ideal number for Mothers, for Doc- 
tors, Dentists, Nurses, Diplomats, etc. 


It is a number of vibration of temperament and individual- 
ity and more a number of the heart than of the mind. 


Charm, endearment, affection, attachment are words that 
describe the Number Two influence, and it bestows composure, 
calm, and aids companionship and all friendly associations. 


For a THREE dream, as follows: 


THE CHARACTER AND INFLUENCE OF NUMBER 
THREE—This is a number of expression, declamation =7d 
enunciation. 


It influences oratory, acting, singing, writing, dancing, 
and painting. 


Its principal characteristics are mirth, good cheer, merri- 
ment, pleasure and jollity: also joy, gladness, pleasure, ecstasy 
and inspiration are predominating expressions. As Number Two 
represents the peace-loving number, so may Number Three be 
said to be the joy-giving number. 


For a FOUR dream: 


CHARACTER AND INFLUENCE OF NUMBER 
FOUR.—This number bestows a creative and tenacious influ- 
ence on its bearer. 


It is a heavy, physical number, crude and limited, and a 
number given to analysis and discussion. 


It is a good vibration in many ways on which to under- 
take a venture, as it is-strong, heavy and hard to turn from its 
course. 


The old saying: ‘‘on four squares the city stands,” holds 
much truth. In its undeveloped state it is a pugnacious, unre- 
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fined, drastic and physical enduring number, and curbs and re- 
strains all things to physical or scientific, and seldom soars above 
the physical or earth vibrations. 


It is a number of accumulation, collection and material 
concentration and loves to possess for possession’s sake. 


For a FIVE dream: 
CHARACTER AND INFLUENCE OF NUMBER 


FIVE—The influence of this number tends toward excitement, 
nervousness and tempestuousness. 


The Number Five characterizes a. vibration that is some- 
what different from the ordinary—in that it is doublesided. 
People coming under the vibration may be compared to a man 
sitting upon a fence leaning first one way and then another, never 
certain in which direction his best intrests lie. 


It may be compared in many ways to the Gemini sign of 
astrology, that is, it is two-sided in nature—being constructive 
and destructive, optimistic and pessimistic, cheerful and melan- 
choly. 


It is supposed to be unlucky, but this is probably due to 
the fact that it is not a religious vibration, and the old idea was, 
a thing without religion must be unlucky, just as in olden times 
a witch was condemned when she performed acts beyond the 
understanding of her neighbors. 


It has also been called unlucky, as it gives a tendency to 
investigate the unseen or mystical, and this in olden times -was 
considered black magic and ungodly. 


It is both a spiritual and material number; it is a number 
of entertainment, of light talk, fashion and meaningless living, 
having no great depth of stability. 


It may be compared to the pioneer in that it acts as the 
gateway of great things, but seldom remains to enjoys. the 
fruits of undertakings; it is said to be unfortunate in its influ- 
ence, but this depends entirely upon the individual and his 
undertakings. 


It is a number of display, pomp and ceremony, dexterity 
and duality. 


It is the social number in the true sense of the word and is 
reported to bestow on its holder social and personal allurement 
and attraction. 
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This number is called by some authorities fickle and 
changable, but this is probably due to its being misunderstood, 
its swiftly moving states of consciousness, mystifying and con- 
fusing. 


For a SIX dream: 


THE CHARACTER AND INFLUENCE OF NUMBER 
SIX.—The Number Six is similar to Number Two in several 
ways, chiefly in that it is also a peace-loving, optimistic, joy- 
giving, kind and considerate number. It differs in that it is more 
Universal in scope, in fact it swings a greater orbit than do 
most numbers. 


Its influence is varied, including art, philanthropy and in- 
tuition and inspiration. It influences the sixth sense. It bestows 
confidence, trust and reliance; ‘‘united we stand, divided we 
fall’’ applies to the Six very closely, as it is weak when unatten- 
ded, but powerful when in combination. 


It is universal in its influence rather than personal. 


Its influence in financial matters is doubtful, but its influ- 
ence in health and religion is strong. 


It is a number of marriage: and one of comprehension and 
conservatism and repose, solace and comfort. 


For a SEVEN dream: 


THE CHARACTER AND INFLUENCE OF NUMBER 
SEVEN.—Number Seven is a mysterious dark, obscure, unac- 
countable number: it is probably so called because its influence 
is not thoroughly understood. It is a number lacking expression 
and is highly conservative and retired. It is not the number of 
influence the most favorable for starting a progressive business 
or a cherished physical undertaking. 


It is a number of self-satisfaction and outward poise and 
repose. 


The root or origin of the Seven vibrations finds its incep- 
tion probably in old monastery times. 


It is a vibration ‘‘in the world, but not of the world.’ 


Not a number to seek reknown or glory, in fact any form 
of self-expression. Throughout time the Seven influence has 
been dark, obscure, secret and hidden, always in its glow, dim 
and enigmatical. 


It is the number of the stoic, the religionist and tht mystic. 
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Retirement, seclusion, solitude, privacy and retreat are com- 
mon words in describing this Seven influence. 


It is an important number, leading back as it does to the 
soul, the quiet, poised and unexpressed soul of man, and dem- 
onstrates that state of conscience called self-sufficiency. 


For an EIGHT dream: 
THE CHARACTER AND INFLUENCE OF NUMBER 
EIGHT.—The Eight is the scientific mental number. 


It is the number of business, of material achievement, of 
self-assertiveness and business success. F 


It may be classed as a vibration of accomplishment, attain- 
ment and acquirement. 


In choosing a name to appear under as a singer, musician, 
artist, etc., do not accept the Number Eight as a good choice, 
but if it is intended as a name for business, one may expect help 
from its powerful materiai and mental influence. 


It is the might ;, powerfu], pctent vibration of business. 


It spreads an influence of discernment, analysis, techni- 
cality: 


Its mission is acquirement, achievment and execution. 
It also gives rather a ‘‘self-positive’’ atmosphere. 


It isa high free number: hence, has universal sympathy and 
understanding. 


It is a number of mentality, domination and rule: it tends 
towards organization and intellectuality, and should create a 
good influence for the business man, the scientific man and the 
technical musician. 


For a NINE dream: 


THE CHARACTER AND INFLUENCE OF NUMBER 
NINE.—This is a high, broadened, universal influence; it has 
always been known as the number of love, representing the high- 
est essence of universal and personal love. 


As One is the beginning and Nine the ending of numbers, 
so are they as far apart in their influences; the ONE representing 
individuality and the NINE influence representing universality 
and geniality, and standing for uprightness, integrity and virtue; 
it is a permanent, enduring and steadfast number. 
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It has an influence for expression, especially in art, and 
is a helpful influence for the actor, singer, speaker, etc.; in fact,
